Privileges Slipping 


Do you want to retain the privilege of 
doing with your property as you desire 
or do you prefer state and federal o ffi­ 
cials to hem you in with their ideas of 
how you should conduct your life? 
Several years ago a local widow put 
her home on the market. Numerous per­ 
sons cam e to inspect this property. The 
widow reserved her right to admit or not 
admit whom she pleased. She sensed 
so m e who requested to inspect the house 
were curiousitv seekers, while others 
m ay have co m e with intent to “ break and 
enter.“ at a later date, after sizing up the 
situation. 
What do you think? Did she have the 
right to refuse admittance? Did she have 
the right to sell to whom she pleased? 


I,. B. J ohnson, helped by Sen. Dirksen 
and Rep. J ohn B. Anderson, passed a 
law saying that today she could be fined 
or sent to jail. These men worked hard to 
pass this unjust and discrim inating law 
against property owners. What their per­ 
sonal reasons were, only they know. 
Now our State of Illinois Legislature 
is preparing to pass the sam e law. this 
time backed by the State Chamber ol 
Com m erce. The Chamber claim s there 
are advantages, but so cialistic laws — 
a few now, a few later — will end in 
co m plete control of our daily lives. 
Included in the bills are $30,000 to the 
attorney general’s o ffice for enforcement 
and $18 9 ,7 38 to the Human Relations 
Commission lor administration.

Three years ago, 
Lyndon B. J ohnson — with custo m ary 
fanfare — announced that he had ordered 
all civilian departm ents and agencies of 
the go vernm ent to adopt this system . He 
said this would save the taxpayers a lot 
of money. 
Well, it would — beyond any, doubt 
— d it actually were being used. But I 
have just completed a month-long inves­ 
tigation which shows that very little prog­ 
ress has been made in applying the new 
system to spending dicisions in civilian 
agencies. And even in the Pentagon, it 
has thus far had little impact on the bulk 
of military spending. 
As a result, about DO per cent of the 
governm ent’s spending decisio ns are still 
being made by guess and by go lly, in re­ 
sponse to political pressures, or on the 
basis of hunches and hopes rather than 
hard facts. 
Departments propose and Congress 
approves programs whose ultim ate cost 
has not been counted . . . and those work­ 
ability has not been established. And 
once these programs are launched, in at 
least 9 0 per cent of the cases, no real 
effort is made to lollow them up. to m eas­ 
ure their actual results, to determ ine 
whether in practice they are acco m ­ 
plishing enough real good to be worth 
what they co st. Instead, a program once 
launched is continued or expanded in­ 
definitely. on the untested assumption 
that it MUST be doing some good.
